> The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
present invention is directed towards a method of color management for 
converting computer graphics images to film images. The closest prior art, 
Beretta (US HI 506) shows a similar system, in which, RGB tristimulus 
values are converted to XYZ tristimulus values using the RGB to XYZ 
matrix transformation for the XCESRGB linear standard monitor 
calibration. However, Beretta fails to address: " for detemiininq a third 
maoDina. wherein the third mapoinc is associated with the fil m recorder 
and comprises a mapping between RGB color space input into the monitor 
and RGB color space input into the film recorder, wherein the third 
mappino is determined in response to the first mapping and to the second 
mapping ": " wherein the color gamut of the film media in the second color 
space is determined in response to a mapping between input to the film 
recorder in the first color space and output values of illuminated film media 
in the second color space" . These distinct underlined features have been 
respectively added to independent claims 13 and 23 and render them 
allowable.
